Washington, Jan. ■ 12. — Tim special 
message of the' President relating to 
Hawaiian affairs Was transmitted to 
tho house this morning. ThoPresi-. 
dent's message was one simply of 
transmittal of the correspondence. . 

The message transmitting addi- 
tional Hawaiian correspondence is as 
follows: 

"To the congress: I trans in it herewith 
copies of all dispatches from our minis- 
ter to Hawaii, relating in nny way to 
political affairs in Hawaii, except such 
as have been heretofore transmitted to 
congress. I also send copies of instruc- 
tions sent on Jan. IS, 1604, being the 
only Instructions to him that have hot 
been sent to congress. In my former 
message to congress I withheld dis- 
patch J»o.'3, under date of Nov. 10, 
18M, and also dispatch No. TO under 
dato of Oct 8, 1803. 

"Inasmuch as tho contents of dis- 
patch No.- 3 nre ull/efcrrcd to in a dis- 
patch of more recent date, and Inas- 
much us there seems to be no longer 
reason for withholding it, the same is 
herewith submitted. Dispatch No. TO 
is still withheld for reasons that seem 
to be justifiable and proper. 

"GItOVER CLEVELAND." ' 

The dispatch No. 3, from Minister 
Willis to Secretary I! re .si mm tells of 
the queen's determined refusal to grant 
amnesty to any of the members of the 
provisional government, her wish be- 
ing that they should be beheaded and 
their property confiscated. In conse- 
quence of her action Minister Willis 
telegraphed for further Instructions. 

Under date of Nov- 19, 1803, Mr. Wil- 
lis transmits an explanation and apol- 
ogy of Charles Creighlon for putting 
Mr. Dlount's name on a cane presented 
to CI a us Spreekcls. 

The next dispatch from Mr. Willis is 
substantially as follows: 

"On Nov. 24 the Hrltish warship 
Champion arrived, Capt Rooke com- 
manding. He has about two hundred 
nnd fifty men. On reaching here a 
telegraphic order was handed him 
which will detain him until the diffi- 
culties here are settled. On Saturday, 
Dec. 2, tho Japunede cruiser Nanlwa 
Kan,, Capt. MosI commanding, arrived. 
She will also remain hero until a set- 
tlement 

"On Friday, Nov. 5-1, your letter 'ap- 
peared in tho Honolulu papers and 
created a great sensation. Crowds 
were gathered at all points on tho 
streets discussing tho news, but al; 
.though tho excitement was so intense, 

tvmrtw^trrtn'ptt.th^^he^rasjagL^ii rte - Col^Ttrnrr'tminr^ -through* 
a single breach, of tho peace, A piiVsV^tht 
meeting was held the following night 
of all friends of tho provisional gov- 
ernment 

"On the morning of Nov. SJi I re- 
ceived a letter from Sun ford I J, Hole, 
minister of foreign affairs, which let 
ter I Inclose, rescinding the privilego 
heretofore, given to Admiral Skirrett 
of landing his troops for drilling pur- 
poses. On Prkluy morning, Dec, i, I 
acknowledged the receipt of his letter, 
and Informed him that I had trnns- 
iniUed a copy of it to Admiral Irwin 
for Ills Information and guidance". 

Tho next day he says the provisional 
government fortified the executive 
mansion and distributed arms, Mr. 
Willi.H oUscrved these preparations with 
alarm and protested, hut to no avail. 
He had no anxiety as to the queen's 
safety, having offered her nn asylum 
on ono of the American war vessels, 
which she dcelined. The dispatch con- 
cludes; "After a careful study of my 
Instructions and of all tho surround- 
ings I felt it to be my duty to tnko no 
further step until I heard from you 
uud the President," 

Inclosed with this dispatch is n re- 
port of a meeting of citizens headed as 
follows: "A great meeting; tho drlll- 
shed filled with enthusiastic men; an 
immense throng turns out; the peo- 
ple's voice- is raised In indignant 
protest against Cleveland and Grosh- 
mn; prominent men thrill u vast 
audience with their patriotic- utter- 
ances and show the fallacy of restor- 
ing monarch; text of tho -speeches In 
full." Then follow full reports of tho 
speeches and the resolutions adopted 
as follows: 

"HcKolved, Tim two have read with 
surprise and regret the recommenda- 
tion of the sucretnry of state of the 
United States to the President to re- 
Btoru tho inounrchy lately existing In 
Hawaii. 

1 "Resolved, That weoondeinn tho as- 
sumption of the Secretary that the 
right of the provisional government to 
exist was terminated by his refusal to 
resubmit to the senate the treaty of 
union pending hot ween tho two 
countries and also his assumption that 
tho provisional government had utthut 
very time submitted the question of its 
continued existence to tlm arbitrament 
of the President or of any other power. . 

'.'Resolved, Thut we support to the 
best of our ability the provisional gov- 
ernment In resisting, any attack upon 
it which may be made contrary to the 
usiiffu of nation*. V ' ■. 

Then follows the protest of citizens 
reminding .Mr. Willi* th*lt. interference 
by 1 1 1b' government. will be an act of 
war. The protest declares that the 
provisional government was justified 
in nil Its actions and thatthe'eonditian 
of the government of 'the islands made 
such action absolutely "neccsfiary, and 
concludes; - ; 

"And the undersigned hereby sol- 
emn ly and respectfully protest to your 
excellency, and to G rover Cleveland, 
President of the United. States, and to 
Walter Q. Grchhain,Weretary;'of "state, 
and to Hilary A, Herbert, secretary of 
the navy", and -to Rcr.r -Admiral' John 



lrvytn, commandinc the United States' 
naval forces now In tho waterrf of tho 
Hawaiian islands, and to all others 
concerned, that auy".such acts of weir or 
hostility, -■ if taken, .attempted or 
announced In the time of ' pro- 
found ■ peace, now cxlstlug between' 
the United States and the Hawaiian 
Islands, or without full, formal and 
limcly i announcement thereof , will 
and would cause nil concerned > In au- 
thorizing tho snme to be held' respon- 
sible for tho consequences that may 
ensuo therefrom, not only before 
Almighty God and :'■ in -the forum of 
conscience, but by nil sanctioned rules 
and observances of civilized nations in 

i 

tneir .dealings' with each- other, and 
will and would be in violation of the 
rights of the undersigned, secured and 
belonging to. them us citizens of tho 
United Statcs'of America." 

Next; iu order Is a letter of- Mr. 
Dole's . withdrawing tho contest .pre- 
viously given for the lauding of United 
States marines to drill when required. 

Then follows Dale's inquiry about 
tho authenticity of Secretary Grcs- 
hnm's letter of Oct 18, uud already 
published, and Mr. Willis' reply that 
the letter is a domestic transaction, 
not the subject of diplomatic re pre - 
Ftvntation. 

'Mr.'Willls' next dispatch to "Secre- 
tary G re sham Is interesting nnd new. 

■It says that ono C..U. Wilson, who .was 
the marshal to thoquoen at the time 
of her dethronement, culled upon him 
nnd submitted a "method of proced- 
ure" in tho case of the restoration of 
the queen to her throne. Mr. Willis 
asked him where he got any such In- 
formation. Ho said: "Nowhere," but 
he hoped for it, Mr. Willis concludes: 
"An analysis of the list of special ad- 
visers, whether nntivo or foreign, is 
not encouraging to the friends of good 
government or of American interests, 
Tho Americans who . for over 
half a century held a com- 
manding place in tho councils 
of state nre ignored, and other nation- 
alities, English especially, arc placed 
in charge. This is true both of the 
special list of advisers and of tho sup- 
plementary list If these lists had 
been selected by Wilson bimsetf no 
special importance would attach to 
them, hut It would seem from the fact 
that It is a list which has been ap- 
proved after consultation with leading 

'royalists and most probably with the 
approval of the queen," 

Tho royalists wanted the American 
forees to be landed and kept under 
arms until'the queen's government had 
been restored, and that tho members 
of the provisional government Bhould 
be turned, over to her as prisoners of 
Wjir. 

After some ■ other dispatches of no 
public Interest, , the correspond- 
ence comes down, to tho re- 
ceipt of the instructions by the 
Corwln, upon the receipt of which Mr. 
Willis wrote Mr. Gresham that the ex- 
citement consequent upon the arrival "^3' 

tho city. The President's message, 
which was published In tho morning, 
Increased tho excitement; but ho 
hoped no immediate outbreak ' would 
occur.

"At the appointed hour tho queen 
nnd Mr. Carter en rue 'and the Inter- 
view was, with their consent, reported 
slenographlcally to Mr. Mills, our con- 
sul general. I inclose the report, veri- 
fied by the queen and Mr, Carter. I 
also send a copy of a part of tho Inter- 
view with tho queen reported in 
my dispatch No. 3 of Nov. 
H, which is also verified by tho 
qncou marked "A." Mr. MHJs" report 
includes all that was said, it will be 
observed that no restrictions were 
placed upon the queen or upon Mr, Car- 
ter, the object being to secure a full 
and unresorvud expression of views.

Under date of Dec. 20, 1803, Minister 
Willis, In a confidential dispatch to 
Secretary Greshum, gives a detailed 
account of his action sis follows:

the points indicated, tlmfer your di- 
rections I renewed my efforts In that 
direction, and finally, on last Tuesday 
morning at o'clock, as hereinbefore 
stated, I secured from the queen tho 
written pledge. and . agreement, which 
was the prerequisite!- to nil iriy 
further notions. Having received this 
pledge 1/wns then, for the first time, 
in a position to make known to tho 
provlslohnrgovcrriment tho decision of 
the President upon the question that 
had been submitted to him by tho pro- 
test of the queen, which protest has 
been acknowledged and accepted by 
the provisional government through 
Its president, Mr. Dole, the immediate 
effect of Avhich was, according ttf the 
statement of Mr. Damon, n no titer hon- 
ored member., of tho provis- 
ional government, the . queen's 
temporary fcurrendc-r of hor 

throne.;/; In,, my ""- opening state- 
ment I thought proper to explain what

The 
danger from this last source I found 
upon arriving hero was much greater 
than, you had supposed, as I stated to 
you in my dispatch, Nov. 2, ; of Nov.

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' Arizona Roads. 
. Outside the larger towns, public 
road making in Arizona, where prairie 
and mountain trails arc the only wagon 
routes, has not advanced beyond the 
wheel tracks'of primitive times. For 
the most part a little shoveling is the 
only work that has been done, and 
that only at the' crossings of gullies 
and where * the trail lies through 
canons. In the. outskirts of towns ir- 
rigating ditches frequently- cross, the 
road, and. their overflows and wash- 
outs, which occur more or less frc- 
qucntly, may cut dangerous gullies in 
the highway or conceal it in a wide 
shallow lake. Wooden bridges and 
culverts have been tried on much 
traveled trails, but they are apt to dis- 
appear, as the native Mexican popula- 
tion regard them as providential gifts 
to remove for their own private pur- 
pose. Where the road skirts the edge 
of gullies rains and floods often under- 
mine the sides, which, fulling oil in 
sections, leave a sheer wall, it maybe, 
IS or 20 feet high. By successive 
sloachings the trail is encroached on 
in places and a detour must be made. 
Thus n stage ride in a broken country 
is likely to be exciting to the point of 
apprehension, even with an experi- 
enced driver who knows the route und 
the probabilities of its shiftings.

Trouble hi Store for that Peculiar and 
Complicated Concern. 

Another salt lias been brought against 
tho famous Woman's Land ' Syndicate. 
Tho first suit brought was by an Ohio 
uonu-holdcr,- who was Interested ,to tho 
extent of §120. .That- case was settled 
out of court, but It served to; bring the 
nil'idrs oftlte syndicate Into unfavorable 
miblic notice. The present sultis brought 
by Edward V, JlcClure, nu Insurance 
broker In the Calumet Building, who 
wants' to have; an investigation _mn.de of 
tho mod us operand I of tho syndicate, a 
complete accounting iiiadoanda receiver 
appointed for the concern. Jn-hlsaoin- 
plnlnt ho olmrgestlint3Irfl.lt. A. EnnnoiiB 
the manager of tho Woman's .Lnml Syndi- 
cate, has refu&od to allow htm to Inspect 
tho books of account, which, as a bond 
holder, he has a right to do; that her ad- 
ministration is extravagant and wasteful; 
that all tlio lots havo boon sold and that 
unless she Is deposed she will sijtsandcr 
the funds of the syndicate, one half of 
wnicb belong by right to Ilia bondholders. 
Ho therefore prays for nn injunction 
restraining the defendant, Mrs. Emmons, 
from further conduct of the business and 
that a receiver bo appolntod to wind up 
the nd'airs of the llrm. 

One man seems to have fared very well 
through the methods of the land company. 
C. E. Say lor. tho promotor, sold the 
8250,000 bonds of the syndicate on a 
commission of 30 per cent on tho gross 
sales: after accomplishing which he sold 
many of tho lots of the syndicate tract 
purchased with the receipts from the 
bonds, and on these sales received a. mod- 
est commission of 20 per cent It la pre- 
sumed that Mr. Saylor's success is what 
ims led to Mr, McClure,s suit, for as n 
business man bo naturally views with 
suspicion a scheme that can pay 30 per 
cent, ouo way and SO the other, rattier 
questioning a fair division of profits to 
the bondholders, of which ho Is one. 

The head of the syndicate is Mrs. R. A. 
Emmons. It is not a corporation but a 
firm. The Kov. Henrietta G. Moore, a 
temperance lecturer of Ohio, was a mem- 
ber of it. Whether she now occupies 
that position Is not definitely known, 
Mrs. .fumes U. Hobbs of Chicago was con- 
nected with tbe llrm as n trustee, but* 
early in its history, feeling that the 
methods of transacting the business were 
too complicated for her she resigned tho 
place to iter husband. Mr. Hobbs 1b just 
nbout as badly bowildored ns his wife was, 
mid, although he didn't get a dollar Tor 
his services, spent three mouths wltli his 
clerk in a vain endeavor to comprehend 
(lie scheme nnd its operation, 

"I wnnt it understood," said Mr. Hobbs, 
in recounting his experiences with the 
fifl'iilr, "thnt I have no interest in tho 
syndicate at all. Neither have 1 any 
connection with it beyond tlic plltco of 
trustee, where I am situated as a bank or 
a trust company would be under similar 
conditions. But I have seen, enough to 
know that It isn't straight— lots have 
been sold for §250 that are not worth oue- 
tpiifricr that sum. It is time that the 
wJiolo-tinn ^was uuinnskcd."
